THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Almost immediately sfter the publication of our Jast week’s number, 
there was some important changes in the market on future events, 
speculation taking a somewhat wide range, as, independent of the 
‘Liverpool Cup, wagering upon the Northumberland Plate, the Good- 
wood Stakes and Cup, the Doncaster St. Leger and next year’s Derby 
was entered upov. ‘I'he Aintree race, though, did not awaken so much 
betting as in preceding seasons, people having a wholesome dread of 
another Black Deer affair, Umguestionably the Northumberland Plate 
was in the greatest request of anything, and Primate, the animal most 
sought after, as anything over 9 to 2 was eagerly accepted about Mr, 
Merry’s horse. His advance into favour was rapid, aud the money en- 
trusted to him was heavy, coming from good quarters, consequently 
others were materially affected, particularly Windham, the only two 
really remaining firm being Brown Bread and Missile. 10 to 1 was 
the highest offer on the field for the Goodwood Stakes, Uthello 
and Nu _ being decidedly the best favourites, although -the 
Celority colt (now called Tho Special, being half brother to Mail 
Train), at two points more would have been backed for a 
good stake. Rama was also frequently inquired about, and 
some good money invested on Lord Weatmoreland’s chance at 
100 to 8. Several others were-put up and backed for small amounts 
as was Qladiateur and Janitor for the Goodwood Oup. We have no 
particular change to report respecting the St. Leger. Lord Lyon at 2 
to 1has plenty of backers, whilst 3 to 1 is offered against his Ascot 
conqueror, without bringing the supporters of the Dauebury crack to 
the fore. Savernake’s position is a most difficult one to speak u 
for bookmakers offer 5 to 1 agst him without finding takers, but when 
entreated to advance the price they invariably decline, and therefore 
wo have no other return to make beyond 5 to 1 offered. There was 
little to choose between The Hermit and The Palmer for the Derby, 
although Mr. Oliaplins eolt had a slight call. At Tattersail’s on 
Monday, additional support was extended to The Special for the Gcod- 
wood Stakes, which made him first favourite, and it was whispered 
that he had won an extraordinary severe trial on his return home from 
Hampshire. We hear, too, that Bradamante is a ‘good thing” for 
this race; and her stable companion, Staghound, for the Worcester- 
sbire Stakes. We have, however, a strong penchant for Surney in the 
Sussex race; but Camball is sure to find lots of friends, and if Archi- 
medes has improved in temper he really ought to get a place at least. 

The running at Liverpool and Chelmsford, up to the time of our 
writing, has been good, exceedingly so, though the fields were by no 
means great; but fature events were not affected by the results, ff we 
robably except the Molyneux Cup issue at Aintres, for by his success 
Windham hasincurred a 101b penalty, which entirely puts him out of 
court for Newcastle, But we were assured last week bya gentle- 
man connected with the stable, that the horse would certainly not run 
for the Northumberland Plate, as they had been forestalled, and they 
intend:d to land at Liverpovl instead. We were quite right about 
Terror, Pintail, and Vespasian for the Liverpool Cup race, the three 
etting places ; but we were completely floored over Arundel in the 
Jraven Biennial, and so was hisnoble owner who laid odds on him.

JOHN HAMILL’S OPINION OF, ENGLISH ROWERS. 
Tho Pittsburg Chronicle, U.8., has received a letter from Mr. John, 
, Hamill, brother of tra Chanrpton, a iond in Pittsburg, 
int-whith the following views are-giverrof the qanlifieationsof Ung 
TOWCIS i— 
“ T wanted to see all the rowers beforeI would write, and as I have 
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een all but Chambers, I will tell you what 1 think of them. In the 
first placa they row cross-handed, and a very long stroke—juat the 
same as Ward. ‘They also appar to think that no one can row unless 
he does the same, but we will try and alter their notion on the fourth 
and fifth of July. I went to London on Saturday last to make the 
match with Kelley, and arranged it the same evening. Kelley is a 
fine-looking man, about thirty-four or thirty-five years of age, aud 
looks to me more like a circus actor than a rower. I saw him row 
with Sadler, whom he trained for his match with Hoare. They rowed 
half a mile, and Kelley hadabout a length on him. I witnessed the 
match bet woen Sadler and Hoare on Monday, for a purse of 500 dols., 
and as 1 was in the referee’s boat, I had a good view all the way. At 
no time in the race did the winner pull more than thirty-four 
strokes per minute, and as they sllsay he isa match for Kelley, we 
feol very well satisfied with our chanccs to win. They do not use 
dumb bells or man-killing pulling machines here, their principal exer- 
cise being walking and running. They also tell us that they never 
row two miles hard without stopping, and that they would not run a 
four-oared boat ina race without a steersman, My opinion of the 
coming race is that it will be close for the first mile, but that Jimmy 


will win the same as with Ward.” 
KELLEY AND eer INTERNATIONAL BOAT 
RA 


(From our Newcastle Correspondent. 
The date of this great race is now pretty close, and in the course of 
another eleven days it will have becn discovered whether we are 
mightier than America in swift sculling. It would be indiscreet to 
attempt a solution of the case, even though we differ very greatly 
from our contemporaries in opinion concerning Hamill, who is a marvel 
of endurance, strength, and resolution, and now that he has got him- 
self into really fine condition we have formed our judgment that 
Kelley will om the 4th prox, meet with an opponent quite worthy of 
America’s confidence. This we are suro of, and not having « desire 
to witness the defeat of this nation we look to Kelley to follow his 
former tactics in training, which have always been of a judicious 
nature, and sufficiently sensible to be copied. Hamill’s system of 
training is severe, of such severity, in truth, that it would be a break- 
down case for almost any of our English rowers. He rises something 
like 4.30 and 5 o'clock, goes through heavy exercise, either with his 
immense dumb bolls or on his machine fitted up with weights, and 
then has a tolerable stiff pull of four or five miles. He then break- 
faste early, dines about noonday, and winds up with hig supper at six 
o'clock. He is rarely astir after 9 o'clock. Hamill has not in the 
slightest altered -his style of sowing, and the public need not under 
any consideration put credence in the silly rumour that he ij sham 
ming. Ho bas only one system of rowing, and he hides not his belief 
that it will prove superior to the long stroke used in England. Many 
ood judges of boating in Newoastle favour Hamill’s opinion, The 
Ameiieasi vses the new boat launched twelve days ago by Olasper. 
He appears to like it well. but of course it is no certainty that he will 
select it for the match, The boat in which Ohambers was beaten for 
the Championsitip suits him in every important respect, We believe 
the two American boats have been sent to Durham to Jack Clasper. 
Kelley paid Neweastle a business visit a week past Thursday, and 
again left for Putney, at 1.45 o'clock on Saturday. Mr. James Baird, 
Star Hotel, and our correspondent welcomed him to Tyneside. 
We had several visits with Harry, who. was in the best of 
health and confident. He certainly did not like Hamill’s 
method of pulling. Kelley’s visit was to arrange about lodgings, 
boat, &o.; he has selected the Dun Cow Inn, Dunston, and Jewitt will 
see that his boat is constructed with the utmost care and correctness. 
Kelley paid Hamill a visit, and afterwards the principal sporting 
houses, amongst others Harry Clasper’s, Robert Winter's, Scotswood- 
road. He was everywhere well received. The Champion stayed with 
the worthy host of the “ Star.” He would bo fn Newcastle again on 
Thursday last to commence striot training. The betting is fast

Keaa’s behalf for the very highest histrionic honours, and our views in 
respect of theae claims must not for a moment bo taken as detracting 
from Mc. Kean’s claims upon the commuvity in consideration of his 
services to the stage generally, These latter are manifold, and in the 
aggregate vast, ani they at least must ultimately secure for him the 
position in connexion with the English stage which we thiok it 
possible may be denied bin simply as an actor, With the exception 
of Mra, Kean’s Gertrude, which is as grand and porfest a piece of 
acting ag can well be conceived, the remainder of the acting calls for 
but little notice. Speaking generally, and oxcepting the Polonius of Mr. 
Vollaire, which wai decidedly good, the best indeed, we think, we have 
sean, and the Laertes of Mr. J. F. Oathcart, which was several degrees too 
demonstrative, the more important characters were but tamsly rendered, 
whilst the characters of lexs importance were more fairly personated. 
Mr. Dominick Murray, it shou!d be mentioned,attempts a somewhat new 
interpretation of the first grave-digger. Hetoan extent sinks the 
unctuous old man, and appears quite spruce an:i able-bodied. From 
his mode of acquitting himself of the famous definition of “ crowner’s 

‘quest law,” &., we half expected to hear, when Hamlet questioned 
him as to how long he had been a grave miker, that he was something 
younger than Hamlet himself. In brief, Mr. Murray’s new reading, 

though neat enough in itself, was hardly a success. This latest en- 
gagement of the Keans has not. we believe, been so brilliantly suo- 
cessful as was expected, or as in eur own opinion it deserved to he. 

-Mr, Kean’s indisposition, of which we spoke last week, has un- 
doubtedly had something to do with the shortening of the engagement, 
but the coldness of the public since the first grand reception night, 
has also, we believe, had something to do with it. This colduesa we 
do not wholly or even mainly attribute to a waning popularity as 
regards Mr. Kean’s acticg, though indications of that are net wanting; 

we attribute it rather and mainly to what went before on the 
Princess's boards. It was perhaps natural and fit that Mr. and Mrs, 

Kean, returning from their triumphal voyage round the world, should 
reappear before theLondon public on the soene of their greatest triumphs, 
and the brilliant reception accorded them on their first appearauce 
was ia itself a sort of demonstration of this fitness. Bat the cha- 
raoter of the Princess's Theatre and its audience has very materially 
altered lately, Community of taste is all powerful with theatre 
audiences, and what j>y should audiences that revelia “It is Never 
too Late to Mend” find io a legit‘mate play? The habitues of the 
Priacess’s Theatre that attended aforetimo to swell the triumphs of the 
Keaus, have by along course of sensation plays been d iven elsewhere, 
or from the theatre altogether. Woall kuow what habit is. Tho 
charm which mado them /abitues once broken, it was not for an evan- 
escent three or four weeks’ starring, such as this, to charm them from 
their apathy. Hence thoy were, we take it, to a great extent absent; 
and in their place were audiences which knew not Kean. Many of 
these later patrons of the house evidently came expecting to see “ lhe 
Streets of Bondon,” or “It is Never too Late to Mond,” and, being 
disappointed. exprosse 1 their disappointment by—coldoess. Thus we 
interpret the comparative coldness which we think will be allowed on 
all hands has for the most part characterized the audiences duriog 
this saries of performances, always excepting that grand gathoring of 
enthusiasts on the first night. Mr. Kean would probsbly after all have 
fared better at Drury Lave. Ou Wednesday night, the benefit night, 
tLere was a crowded and distinguished house, and at the close of the 
performances Mr, Keanu delivered the following speech ;—-“ Ladies and 
Gentlemen—This being the last vight of our present engagement, 
allow me, in Mrs, Keau’s namo and my own, to offer our heartfelt 
thanks fer the cordial reception with which we have been honoured 
after our long absence from England. To find ourselves once more 
at bome amongst old and valued friends is, indeed, to us a source of 
inexpreéssible happiness, and the Bleascre we derive from such a meet- 
ing softeus the remembrance of past anxieties and perils, (Great 
applause.) It will be a considerable time before we can again appear 
in London, as we purpose devoting next season to a farewoll tour 
throughout the provinces. In the autumn of 1867, and in tho follow- 
ing spring of 1868, we are engaged to return here for two brief 
en ments, which will conclude our theatrical career. In the hops 
that life and health may be spared, and that wo may be permitted to 
meet you again at the periods named, I now for my wife and myself 
respectfully and gratefully bid you farewell.” Thetheatre will be closed 
till Monday week, when will be produced Mr. Watts Phillips's new 
drama, ‘‘ The Huguenot Osptain.” 


SADLER'S WELLS, 

Contemporaneously with the abortive attempt at legislation on 
the dramatizing of works of fic:ion comas the periodical mutilation of 
@ work by our greatest novelist. Under the title of ‘‘The Golden 
Duitman,” Dickens's latest novel, “Our Mutual Friend,” was most 
effectually mutilated at this house,on Saturday last. As a drama 
‘The Golden Dustman” is inartistio to painful degree; and this want 
of skill on the part of the dramatist (name unknown) is of course 
heightened by the fact of the material at his disposal being 80 rich. 
Dickens’s novels are moatly replete with dramstic effects. Rich 
humour, deep pathos, graphic character, and ‘‘ powerful situation” are 
alike present ia a degree surpas-ing that of any other novels siuce 
Sir Walter. Soott, And the only reason why these works bave to an 
extent failed of taking up a poston on the stage as proportionately 
important as that occupied by them as novels is that, hitherto 
as regards most of them, @ dramatist has not been found 
equal to tho task of condensing the elaborately wrought but 
essentially dramatic whole of the novel into the less elaborate but 
equally dramatic whole of the play. In the piece under notice 
we have s jumble of several of the “powerful situatious ” 
of the novel and a great many of the characters, or rather bits 
of a great many of the characters, of the sam, the whole forming a 
drama which, without a knowledge of the novel, is inexplicable. 
The absence, however, of details necessary to the lucidity of the story 
ia not more remarkable than the presence of redundant matters that 
might have been left out, Though many details necessary for the 
elucidation of the story are omitted, Dickens's dialogue isin miny 
instances given by the page. No better praof of this can be given 
than the fact that the drama, which isin four acts and @ prologue, 

layed on the first night just four hours and abalf, Frou seven to 
Palf-past eleven! Notwithstanding all this, however, there are, we 
think, in this piece the elements of success, Thanks, first to the 
pre-eminently and irrepressibly dramatic and humorous original in- 
gredients, and second totheexcellent acting, the piece even as it is 
is enjoyable; and cut down in ‘parts of the dia ogue, at presont 
tediouvly long, we haveno doubt it will become very popular. By 
reason of the story being so ill-constructed, the comic element 
ia that whioh iaterests most. Poromost in that element are, of course, 
the relations, friendly and otherwise, of the Boffing, and Messrs. Wegg 
and Venus. Io one und all of these pissages the glorious humour of 
the original is well preserved, ani inthem the house is provoked to 
the heartiest laughter. Mr. Barrett ay Mr. Boffin is in every respect 
efficient ; while Mr. G. Belmore as the erudite and wooden-lezged Mr, 
Wegg is great. The somi-assertive semi-deprecative and wholly 
wide-a wake airs that mark Mr. Wegg's acceptance of office as * literary 
man” in the establishment of the Bofflus; and the envy and the 
hatred that come of hia intercourse with th.t worthy family, are alike 
magnificently rendered. Whils the thousand-and-one touches of 
humour, including the pre-eminently droll snatches of “ poetry” 
culled from the Wegg stock of ballads, that go to the making up of 
the quieter passages, could scarcely be improved upon. Nothing can 
exceed the force and drematic power that Mr. Belmore throws into the 
more passionate portions of Wegg’s vindictive proceedings against 
good old Boffla. The scene in which B-ffia’s nose is “brought 
to the grindstove”—the scene being Boffla’s Bower amongst 
the dust-heaps—is particulsrly fine; though evan here the pro- 
lizity of the dialogue is paroeptibie. In this svene, however, 
excellent a3 was the acting of Messrs. Barrett and Belmore, 
it is but just to acknowledge the efforts ot Mr, Needham, who, as Mr.

It was a very good quiet performance; but needing, as the character 
of that homely wax divinity undoubtedly doos,a quiet interpretation, 
we yet fancy tra. Bishop erred slightly in the direction of being too 
quiet. Mr, John Johnson has supplied several good scenes, and 
notably oneof The Lock on the Thames.”

The hall was commenced to-be-built in 1615, and-completed~in- 1636, 
and in 1837 it was restored ata cost of £50,000 by the present peer.
